Authorities Confident of Solving Mystery of 
Source of “Whisky” Which Was Responsible 
For Over Three Score 
Deaths in New 
England. 


ITALIAN BATTLESHIP, WHICH HA ll TURNED TURTLE. SALVAGED.

New York, Dec- 29.—W ith three m en under arrest here on the Chaffee of 
distributing wood alcohol for beverage purposes, the authorities expressed 
belief today th at they had solved th e mystery of the source of the fatal 
“w hisky’ which caused more than three score of deaths in M assachusetts and 
Connecticut. 
The men under arrest are Adolph Panarelli, a dealer in groceries and 
wines in the Italian colony; John Romanelli, an undertaker and Samuel Jt. 
Saleby, a Brooklyn druggist. 
As th e death list in New York mounted to 
ten within 48 hours, the police made two more arrests in this city, 
but 
these prisoners are not connected with the traffice of poisonous “whisky’’ in 
New England. 
They are Jam es Condon, proprietor of a Fulton street lodg­ 
ing house, and his bartender, William Nolan. 


Condon and Nolan are charged with ! 
having caused the death of five men 
who are said to have been killed by 
drinking liquor in the Fulton street 
lodging house. 
Both were held for 
arraignm ent today and district A ttor­ 
ney Swann said th at if they were held 
for grand jury investigation he would 
probably seek an indictm ent on 
the 
charge of m anslaughter. 
The district 
attorney does not believe they could 
be prosecuted on a charge of murder, 
even if held by the prim ary court. 
The federal, state and municipal of­ 
ficers did not relax their search today 
but continued their hunt for illicit stills 
and the agencies through which wood 
alcohol ‘W hisky” was being distributed 
through five eastern states.

According to H. B. Dobbs, a federal 
agent who arrested Panarelli, Roman- 
elli and Saleby, the first named of the P la C C Q 
trio declared th at a friend in H art­ 
ford named Salesberg had asked him 
to secure some whiskey for the Christ­ 
m as celebration.

Tile Italian battleship Leonardo d a Vinci, which was sunk by an in tern al explosion in 1916, and regarded 
a total loss, has been salvaged by a plan devised by General Ferrati. o f the Corps of Naval Constructors. 
The great vessel, which had “turned tu r tle ,’ was refloated by lowering tile w ater inside by means of com- 
: pressed air, after the openings mad 
e by the explosions had been repaired. 
The vessel was then towed, still 
up-side-down, to a large m asonry dr ydock. 
This wonderful engineering f eat was only accomplished after three 
years of arduous and unprecedented o perations. 
Arrangem ents have bee n ompleted to tow 
the vessel to a 
suitable depth, where she will be re stored to an upright position by mean s of lateral displacement of weights 
and internal flooding. The vessel is shown in drydock, still “up-side-down.”

The medicines used down to even 
I recent days sound most extraordinary 
' to our ears. 
As late as the eighteenth 
century dried fond was seriously con­ 
sidered a specific against the plague. 
In an article in the New York Med­ 
ical 
Journal 
Dr. 
William 
Renwick 
Ridden of Toronto, Canada, mentioned 
a few of the remedies in vogue. 
A plaster made of arsenic was ap­ 
plied to cancers. 
Bleeding was prac­ 
ticed on all occasions, even In the 
time of our grandparents. 
But the 
■ sovereign remedy of all was known 
as inithridatlum or therlaoa. Tiffs was 
the great antidote of Roman phar­ 
macy. 
It originally had Mi or 50 in­ 
gredients, all vegetable?, 
ut Nero’s 
physician, 
Andromache?, 
added Hie 
tlesh of vipers. 
Every physician had 
his own variation of the formula, and 
Mattoon in the sixteenth century put 
no less than 120 ingredients into it. 
The name theriaca or theriae, un­ 
der which it was commonly kn5wn, 
was derived from the Greek “therlon,” 
a wild brast, as the stuff wan consid­ 
ered a specific against the poisonous 
bites of beasts and serpents.

French word “thcriaque” was corrupt­ 
ed into the English ‘’treacle,’’ and the 
; medicine W'as known in England as 
“Venice treacle.”

Tree Planted Where Abraham Erect­ 
ed Altar to the Lord Has Been 
Carefully Preserved. 


It is recorded that when Abraham 
was promised the assession of the 
land of Canaan and 
- s **mmunded 
to “walk through the 
he “re­ 
moved his tent, and came and dwelt 
In the plain of Mainre, which Is in 
Hebron, and built there an altar to 
the Lord.” 
This spot Is still marked 
by a great oak, venerated alike by 
Christian, Jew and Mohammedan. 
It 
is to this protection that one must 
attribute its preservation in a region 
cleared of almost all trees by the Im­ 
provident Turk 
The species is not 
uncommon In 
Palestine and 
Major 
Portal, while stationed at general head­ 
quarters of the British army there, 
sent ic Hew gardens a small box of 
acorns Wi;<eh were recognized as the 
fruit of Abradants tree. 
Sir Joseph 
Hooker visited the spot in 18C0 und 
wanted to secure a specimen of the 
wood for Kew, but no one would cud 
oft a bough. 
It was only when thV 
snow, which visited Jerusalem In 1856 
and which did not spare Hebron, had 
broken down one of the oak’s brunches 
he was able to secure a portion of It 
which is to be seen to this day in one 
of the Kew museums.
